Anastasia. Brooklyn dock boss, 
who left weeping after viewing 
the body. 

Anastasia. one of gangland’s 
top figures for many years, was 
reputed to be the chief execu- 
tioner for the old Brooklyn 
kill-for-pay ring, Murder, Ine 
He had been implicated in at 
least 31 murders. 

The killing took place about 
10:20 a.m. Police swarmed into 
the- hotel and kept everyone 
out of the barber shop 

Police said a .38 caliber pis- 
tol and an automatic were Ccar- 
ried by the killers and that the 
38 believed the weapon 
which actually killed Anas- 
tasia—was found in a corridor 
near the Fifty-fifth street en- 
trance of the hotel. 

Shortly before 3 p.m. a .32- 
caliber Smith and Wesson re- 
volver was found in a subway 
station near the hotel. Police 
believed it was the second 
weapon used by the killers. 

Constantine Alexis, manager 
of the hotel flower shop, next 
to the barber shop, said he 
heard about six shots. 

“I saw five or six men run- 
ning out of the hotel,” Alexis 
said. “I do not know whether 
some of them were frightened 
barber. shop customers. ...

FANCY ITALIAN 
SUIT ORDERED 
BY KHRUSHCHEV 


ROME, Oct. 25 (AP)—Nikita 
Khrushchev is getting a new 
suit that is continental at the 
hips and American where it 
meets the shoes 

Angelo Litrico, proprietor of 
a Rome tailor shop, says he got 
the order when visiting Rus- 
sia last month as a member of 
an Italian fashion delegation. 
Litrico took an overcoat as a 
' gift for the Soviet Communist 
party boss. 

“He was so delighted with 


the gift that he asked me —| 


| through his private secretary— 

to make him two more coats 
and the suit,” the tailor re- 
ported. 

Litrico said he wil charge 
Khrushchev the equivalent of 
$160 apiece for the overcoats 
and $136 for the suit. The 
tailor hopes to be paid when 
he delivers the clothing to the 
Soviet embassy in Rome about 
the middle of November 

Litrico said Khrushchev’'s 
measurements were supplied 
by the secretary who negotiat- 
ed the deal. He said Khrush- 
chev was 5 feet 5 inches tall 
and had a 48-inch waist. 

Mostly the suit will be 
Italian-style—quite a bit tight- 
er than most American suits 
and a whole lot tighter than 
the sack-like suits the Russians 
turn out. Khrushchev asked for

Preliminary Study to live up to its 1955 promise 


Indicates Missile 


Went 4000 Miles Up. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 25 (UP) 
—The Air Force announced to- 
day that its Far Side rocket 
apparently soared more than 
4000 miles straight up—seven 
times higher than Russia's 
Sputnik 

Exactly how high the rocket 
went in its record-setting leap 
away from the earth last Mon- 


day has not yet been calcu- 
lated. 3ut preliminary study 
indicates that it “successfully” 
accomplished its mission of 
rising 4000 miles above the 


earth's surface. The project's 
director said 

He told reporters at a Pen- 
tagon briefing that it would 
be possible to shoot a rocket to 
the moon within a year. But 
the Far Side rocket, fired from 
a balloon platform 96,000 feet 
over Eniwetok Atoll, would not 
be appropriate for the job, he 
said 

Not Aimed on Orbit. 

Unlike Sputnik, the four- 
stage, 1900-pound Far Side 
rocket was not aimed on a 
course which would put it into 
orbit around the earth. It was 
fired straight “out.” The Air 
Force presumed that the rocket 
disintegrated like a meteor 
when it plunged down through 
the dense, ‘lower atmosphere 
after reaching its record alti- 
tude 

Col. Eugene C. Lavier, who 
directed the rocket firing Mon- 
day at Eniwetok Atoll, said the 
rocket could have exceeded the 
4000-mile mark, but he still is 
not gure. 

He told a press conference 
that scientists still are complet- 
ing their exhaustive study of 
‘data collected from the rocket 
by radio 

He said Dr. Morton Alperin, 
in charge of this effort at Los 
Angeles, was quoted as saying 
the rocket’s radio signal faded 
away eight minutes after it was 
fired, and came back 75 min- 
utes later. 

“Dr. Alperin’s statement of 
75 minutes indicates it would 
have exceeded 4000 miles,” 
Lavier said “. . . One could 
conclude it had completed its

(AP)—The Federal Govern- 
ment’s announced cutbacks in 
defense spending have come at 
a bad time, says a North- 
western University ecopomics 
professor. It is doubtful, he 
said, that private industry can 
fill the gap in unemployment 
created by the cutbacks. 

As a result, Kenyon E. Poole 
told the fiftieth annual con- 
vention of the National Tax 
Association yesterday, it may | 
be necessary for the Govern- 
ment to launch a large-scale 
public works program to avoid 
adverse economic effects. 

The Federal Government an- 
nounced the cutbacks to stem 
rising prices, Poole said, but 
“these cutbacks have come at 
a time when there is doubt that 
private capital is prepared to 
maintain a level of investment 
that will continue to sustain 
full employment of a rapidly 
growing population.” 

Public sentiment, he _ said, 
must therefore “be kept recep- 
tive to the possibility of large- 
scale public works programs.” 

Poole joined Dan T. Smith, 
deputy to the Secretary of the 
Treasury, in predicting little 
chance for a federal tax hike 
to meet any threat of infla- 
tion. 

Smith said the higher tax 
would in theory combat infla- 
tion by reducing purchasing 
power, but in practice would 
jar the economy too severely 
in too many areas to do much 


good.

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Hoffa Runs Out of Steam 


The Executive Council of the AFL-CIO has 
suspended the Teamsters—by the overwhelming 
Further, President George 
Meany says that the big union cannot hope for 
a lifting of the suspension unless it gets rid of 
James R. Hoffa and other recently elected 
officers. 

Technically, the AFL-CIO convention next De- 
cember will have the last word. The Council 
may suspend; only the convention can expel. But 
there is little doubt that the convention will back 
up the decision of Meany and the other chief 
officers of the national labor federation. 

The suspension is important, of course, be- 
cause it reflects organized labor’s own opinion 
that the Teamsters’ union has not purged itself 
of corruption. But it is even more important 
as a demonstration of the high standards, the de- 
termination and the courage of Meany and his 
associates. 

On occasion unions less strong than the Team- 
sters have intimidated federation officers be- 
cause of their limited powers. But the stature 
of the present leadership—first suggested by 
the establishment of the Ethical Practices Com- 
mittee—now is confirmed. It will not stand by 
while a few ambitious men act in a manner 
which threatens to bring the name of all union- 
ists into disrepute. | 

The Council could have avoided its stern ac- 
tion. It could have pointed out that Hoffa is 
facing trial on a charge that his election was 
rigged, and also on wire-tapping charges, and 
that it would be unseemly to act before the 
courts have returned their verdicts. 

The Council also might have listened to Hof- 
fa’s petition for a year in which to carry out 
reforms, although this probably was offset by his 
appeal to the federation for help in defending 
himself in the courts. Yet that might have im- 
plied a tacit condoning by Meany and his asso- 
clates, and they refused to be diverted. 

The suspension leaves Hoffa in a sorry posi- 
tion, especially because of the Federal Court 
injunction which keeps the newly elected Team- 
sters’ officers from assuming their offices at 
least until a decision is reached on the accuSa- 
tion of 13 New York members of tle union that 
they were illegally elected. Then there is the 
wire-tapping case. 

It is getting ahead of events, but the situation 
does suggest that the rank-and-file Teamsters 
soon may have a chance to install officers of 
their own choice—after an election supervised 
perhaps by a court-appointed referee or by the 
AFL-CIO. The steamroller is just about out of 
steam. 
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Propaganda and Weapons 

The Department of Defense, stung by Soviet 
Russia's success with Sputnik and long-range 
ballistic missiles, has thrown aside the volumi- 
nous cloak of secrecy that has needlessly en- 
shrouded some of our efforts in the same fields. 
In its eagerness to recover some of the prestige 
lost to Soviet technology, the Defense Depart- 

ment, now headed by: Secretary Neil McElroy, 
has presented a rash of what it calls new gains 
in weapons and science. Some are new. Some 
are not. 

One of the most interesting and hopeful re 
ports concerns the successful launching of a Far 
Side rocket from a balloon and out into space 
for close to 4000 miles. Another is the success- 
ful firing of an Air Force Thor intermediate 
range ballistic missile which has “flown” four 
times in the past. The Army's comparable mis- 
sile, the Jupiter, has also been fired success- 
fully several times. 

As to the Jupiter, Secretary McElroy told re- 
porters he was encouraged by the demonstrated 
accuracy of a Jupiter firing last Tuesday. But 
this is not new. Last Aug. 16, Gen. Thomas R. 
Phillips (Ret.), the Post-Dispatch military ana- 
lyst, wrote of a Jupiter flight: “The accuracy 
was astounding. The missile landed in the sea 
within one quarter mile of the target point. This 
is right on target with a nuclear warhead that 
can destroy everything within a radius of 10 
miles.” 

Mr. McElroy and Secretary of the Navy Thom- 
as Gates, who had both just returned from a 
short trip in an atomic submarine, also told re- 
porters of what was described as the hitherto 
top secret atomic depth charge. They called it 
“an important answer” to Soviet Russia’s sub- 
marine fleet, which is at least four times as 
large as is ours. 

Perhaps Secretary Gates did not know that on 
June 27, 1956, Secretary of the Navy Charles 
S. Thomas announced that the Navy “has on 
hand an anti-submarine weapon which will revo- 
lutionize anti-submarine warfare.” And on the 
following Oct. 25, Vice Adm. William D. Davis, 
deputy chief of naval operations for air, told the 
Aviation Writers’ Association at its convention 
in San Francisco that the Navy had a powerful 

atomic weapon that could be set to explode far 
under water and “can kill submarines within 
miles of the explosion.” 

A Navy release of last Wednesday told of the 
Sidewinder, an air-to-air missile so accurate 
that it could shoot a flare-pot off the wing of 
a drone target plane. This same missile, its 
passive infra-red guidance system and its ability 
to knock off a flare-pot, were described in the 
July issue of Missiles and Rockets. 

So while it may be granted that things are 
looking a bit more encouraging in some parts of 
our latest weapons systems, it does appear that 
some of these “victories” are being scored on 
the typewriters and mimeographing machines 
of the Pentagon's public relations headquarters. 
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Walter Locke, Liberal Editor 


Walter Locke was one of the last great liberal 
newspaper editors.

J. Howard McGrath—Mr. Brownell has been 
capable of actg pre-eminently in the public in- 
terest and #@thers motivated by low-level 
partisanship. 


The resigned Attorney General deserves warm- 


est praise on his recommendations to President 
Eisenhower for appointments to the Supreme 
Court.. Chief Justice Warren and Justices Har- 
lan, Brennan and Whittaker all had to pass Jus- 
tice Department scrutiny and it goes without 
_ saying that Mr. Brownell’s approval was involved. 

As reconstituted tfirough these Eisenhower 
appointments, the Supreme Court fs playing «a 
major part in turning the country away from the 
era of McCarthyism and back on the course of 
reliance on our historic freedoms. For this the 
country owes a debt of gratitude to the lawyer- 
politician who rose to public notice as an aid to 
former Gov. Dewey in New York. i 

Yet the same Attorney General who recom- 
mended stanch liberals for our highest bench 
also took part in the political “numbers game.” 
This was the patent trick which sought to inflate 
the number of security risks discharged under 
the new Republican Administration by counting 
in not only many non-espionage discharges, but 
in some instances changes that occurred in the 
normal turnover of governmental employes. An 
alert press showed up the phoniness of the 
Brownell statistics. 

Even worse was Mr. Brownell’s revival of the 
Harry Dexter White spy charge on the eve of a 
special congressional election in 1953 for the ex- 
press purpose, so G.O.P. National Chairman Len 
Hall said later, of reversing the anti-Republican 
trend in a series of special elections. To do 
so Mr. Brownell in effect impugned the loyalty 
of Harry S. Truman by saying that the President, 
who had led the U.N. in standing firm against 
Communist aggression in Korea, had knowingly 
kept a forefgn agent in the Federal Government. 
The consequences were so serious that President 
Eisenhower himself said he did not support a 
reflection on Mr. Truman’s patriotism. 

By contrast Mr. Brownell’s record on the en- 
forcement of the desegregation decision is on 
the whole excellent. Though slow to move, he 
did in the end fight successfully for a mean- 
ingful Civil Rights Act—the first in some 80 
years—and since then he has been the White 
House’s chief adviser on the complexes of issues 
arising at Little Rock. With. precedents for 
federal action now set, the country can expect 
gradual accommodation to the Supreme Court's 
historic ruling. 

Deputy Attorney General William P. Rogers, 
who will move up, has been with Mr. Brownell 
through his term of office and it is reported they 
see “eye to eye.” A fair hope is that Mr. Rogers 
will emulate what is good in the Brownell record. 
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Dry Airport in Wet County 

St. Louis has the most modern and the most 
attractive airport in the United States—and the 
stuffiest. Travelers with time on their hands 
cannot buy a drink. Friends cannot lift a glass 
for bon voyage or in welcome. 

The County Council still refuses a license to 
TWA’s Ambassadors’ Club, even though this 
would be only a repository for the members’ 
bottles and they would mix their own drinks. 
And there seems to be no consideration at all 
for non-members. 

Surely the responsible authorities are not pro- 
hibitionists who want no drinking in tavern-lit- 
tered St. Louis county.

So the Council should can- 
cel its order against the issuance of such a per- 
mit. And some day, we hope, a wise Legislature 
under the lead of enlightened county officials 
will do what should have been done long ago— 
permit the licensing at the airport of a well- 
conducted public bar. 
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Reprisals Against Tito? 

Because Yugoslavia has recognized Commu- 
nist East Germany, should Tito be deprived of 
American aid? 

On this question Representative John A. Blat- 
nik of Minnesota, just back from a tour of Yugo- 
slavia, seems to us to make more sense than the 
State Department, which is reported planning to 
suspend the aid program. 

Representative Blatnik says this is precisely 
what the Russians want us to do, for Yugoslavia 
would ‘then be forced into a closer dependence 
upon Moscow. The Congressman thinks the 
way to help Yugoslavia remain an independent 
Communist country instead of a captive Commu- 
nist country is to maintain and broaden our con- 
tacts with it. He would emphasize cultural ex- 
changes, trade and economic aid. Military aid, 
he says, is secondary te the Yugoslavs. 

This is good sense indeed. If we would en- 
courage Yugoslavia to stay independent of Rué 
sia, we must be prepared to have her stay inde- 
pendent of us also—which means that on ocea- 
sion Yugoslav foreign policies will not coincide 
with our own, a8 in the East German case. 

In moving to suspend the bulk of aid, the 
State Department appears to have been more in- 
fluenced by a fear of Congress than by débjective 
analysis. Policy planners were reported moti- 
vated largely by concern that Congress would 
ask for a halt in the aid program. 

Congress was hostile to aid for the Belgrade 
government in 1956, voting to cut it off unless 
President Eisenhower determined it was bene-

The United States record on mis- 
siles may or may not be blameworthy, 
but it is certainly disappointing. 

Why are we not farther ahead? 

If you talk to a wide selection of 
people close to the program, military 
and civilian, official and unofficial, 
you find their views converging onto 
two explanations and an excuse. 


Explanation 1: We started late on 
long-range missiles. It was not until 
about 1952 that we gave serious at- 
tention, substantial money, or high 
priorities to this work. 

Explanation 2: Organization of mis- 
sile work has been diffuse and con- 
fused. No one person or organization 
has ever had the sort of central re- 
sponsibility for missile development 
that the Manhattan District and then 
the Atomic Energy Commission have 
had on nuclear weapons. Instead, the

ver since the war, there have been 
intermittent proposals to set up some 
sort of missile force in the Defense 
Department.

The Three-Service Decisian 


Both Army and Air Force have vol- 
unteered enthusiastically and repeat- 
edly to take on the complete burden. 
But the decision has always been to 
let all three services go ahead—partly 
to get the benefits of competition and 
alternate lines of development, partly 
because each service was too politically 
and too unyielding to be 


earliest. Unlike the other services, it 
has concentrated its work and kept 
most of the development in its own 
hands. In the mountains of Alabama 
it has set up a missile center at its 
Redstone Arsenal. 


Here 2500 scientists and technical 
men of many nationalities and hun- 
dreds of specialties carry most of the 
Army's missiles up to the point where 
they are ready for production. Then 
commercial contractors are brought in, 
, The fact that, as of the moment, 
the Army has the most successful 
long-range missiles is a strong argu- 
ment for this centralization. 

The Navy, too, does some of its own 
missile development and engineering. 
Both Navy and Army have called in 
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search and Development Command's 
ballistic missile division oversees 
Ramo-Wooldridge’s supervision of the 
prime contractors. With the ballistic 
missile division go officers of the Stra- 
tegic Air Command (which will use 
the finished product), the Air Materiel 
Command (which will handle procure- 
ment and production), the Air Train- 
ing Command (which will instruct the 
men who will eventually fire the mis- 
sile). 

Progress reports flow back to the 
Pentagon. There the committees and 
co-ordinators proliferate. Reports on 


_the Atlas, for instance, go to the De- 


fense Secretary's ballistic missiles com- 
mittee, made up of the Assistant De- 
fense Secretary for Research Engineer- 
ing, the Assistant Air Force Secretary 
for Research and Development, and the 
Army’s research and development dj- 
rector. The committee is headed by 
William M. Holaday, the Defense Sec- 
retary’s special assistant for guided 
missiles. 


Procedures and Problems 


If there’s a problem for the com- 
mittee to solve it will, likely as not, 
turn it over to a group called the 
“Ballistic Missiles Alternates.” In the 
words of one of the senior group's 
members: “The ‘Alternates’ determine 
whether the projects are sound and 
are on schedule, and point up the 
problem areas which need more ef- 
fort, On the basis of their findings, 
we make our recommendations.” The 
recommendations go back through 
Holaday to the Defense Secretary. 

The reports that reach the commit- 
tee and the “alternates” also go, of 
course, to the civilian secretaries of 
each of the services. These six men 
can reach the Defense Secretary as 
easily as Special Assistant Holaday. 
Indeed, when former Special Assistant 
Eger Murphree had to decide whether 
to drop work on either the Army's 
Jupiter or the Navy's Thor, and ruled 
in favor of the Thor, Army Secretary 
Brucker took up his service’s cause 
and persuaded former Defense Secre- 
tary Wilson to keep both Thor and 
Jupiter going. 

These several sets of committeemen, 
alternates, and co-ordinators by no 
means have control of the whole mis- 
sile spare. From Holaday on down 
the line they are cdncerned only with 
IRBMs and ICBMs.

KENNETH MIKELLAR 
EX-SENATOR, DIES 


Tennessean, 88, Lost to 
Gore in 1952 After Serv- 
ing 36 Years.

MEMPHIS, Oct. (AP)— 
Former Senator Kenneth Doug- 
las McKellar, a top figure in 
the Roosevelt and Truman Ad- 
ministrations, died today at the 
age of 88. 

Death came at a nursing 
home to which he was admitted 
recently. He underwent a gastric 
gtomach re-section last winter 
to remove a duodenal ulcer and 
had been in frail health since 

A bachelor, Senator McKellar 
was a power in the Democratic 
party during his 36 years in 
the Senate. His seniority made 
him dean of the Senate in his 
final term. For years he was 
chairman of the Appropriations 
Committee, which holds the 
congressional purse strings. 

His long service in the Sen- 
ate ended Jan. 3, 1953. When 
the Eighty-third Congress con- 
vened, Senator McKellar was 
absent from the Senate cham- 
ber for the first opening day 
since 1917. 

Senator McKellar tried for 
an unprecedented seventh six- 
year term buf lost out in the 


1952 Tennessee Democratic 
primary. Even so, he left a 
olitical record without paral- 
el in the state. 

He was defeated by Albert 
Gore of Carthage, then a Rep- 
resentative. Gore, 44 at the 
time, ran an energetic but dis-

Venous Resistance Sup- 
ported as Against Old To- 
tal Resistance Theory. 


Blood pressure is regulated 
principally by the ratio of 
arterial resistance to venous re- 
sistance, rather than by the 
total resistance of all the blood 
vessels, Dr. Arthur C. Guyton 
of thé University of Mississippi 
Medical Center said here last 
night. 

Dr. Guyton, chairman of the 
department of physiology and 
biophysics, delivered the an- 
nual William H. Vogt lecture 
at St. Louis University School 
of Medicine. He also addressed 
sophomore medical students at 
the university this morning. 

Mathematical analysis and 
experimental research, Dr. Guy- 
ton said, have indicated the 
arterial-venous ration is con- 
trolling and tended to disprove 
the old medical school theory 
that arterial resistance was reg- 
ulated chiefly by the total re- 
sistance factor of all vessels. 

Dr. Guyton pointed out that 
on the basis of the old theory, 
a person with both arms and 
both legs removed should have 
an clevated ‘Hlood pressure be- 
cause total peripheral resistance 


had greatly increased. Such 
an increase does not itn fact 
occur, he said. because the loss 


of the four limbs does not alter 
the arterial-venous ratio. 

Also discussed by the speaker 
was the presence of oscillations 
in various control systems of 


the human body. Normal 
breathing, he said, is an oscil- 
latory phenomenon and is of 


course a necessary part of the 
body function. 

Dr. Guyton added, however, 
that certain other oscillations— 


such as tremors occurring in 
Parkinson's disease—are very 
abnormal. He suggested they 


might be due to presence of 
“neurogenic feedback circuits” 
which can get out of order, 
just as do radio amplification 
systems 

The lectureship was estab- 
lished in 1950 in honor of the 
late Dr. William H. Vogt, pro- 
fessor and director of the St. 
Louis University department of 
obstetrics and gynecology. It 
is sponsored by the Alpha Mu 
chapter of Alpha Kappa Kappa 
fraternity.

Lenders Hesitate to Make 
Loans With New Low Down 
Payments, N.A.R.E.B. Says 


By HUGH L. MORRIS 

WASHINGTON, D. C. (INS) 
—<Anticipated easing in the 
home mortgage market has not 
materialized; in fact, rates are 
moving upward again amid ru- 
mors of another reshuffle in 
FHA terms. 

A quarterly survey by the 
National Association of Real 
Estate Boards found lenders 


“hesitating” to make low down 
payment loans. 


It also found interest rates 
on conventional mortgage loans 
on homes to be one-quarter to 
one-half per cent higher at the 
end of September than they 
had been three months earlier. 


Government officials already 
are casting around for some 
way to make FHA more attrac- 
tive to lenders without chang- 
ing the down payments and the 
5% per cent dnterest estab- 
lished last Aug. 5. 


Attention is centering on up- 
ward adjustment of allowable 
discounts and on extension to 
all FHA home loans of the one- 
half of 1 per cent service 
charge permitted on those un- 
der $8000. 

Finds Less Money. 

The NAREB report said there 
was less loan money available 
for FHA mortgages than before 
the new terms went into effect. 


For new houses, such funds 
were “tight” in 46 per cent of 
the 255 cities surveyed, com- 
pared with 34 per cent in June. 
On existing homes, the tight- 
ness advanced from 48 per cent 
to 58 per cent. Required down 
Payments of at least 10 per 
cent were general. 

Interest rates on conventional 
mortgages moved up from 54% 
per cent prevalent in June to 
4%4-6 per cent in September. 
Funds were “ample” for down 
payments of one-third. 


The NAREB survey found 
that lenders were looking close- 
ly at neighborhood conditions 
and at borrowers’ incomes and 
were inclined to appraise hous- 
@s a little more conservatively. 

Has Discretion. 


The report said lenders felt 
that discounts controls, at an 
average of about two points, 
offset the increased FHA in- 
terest. 


FHA officials, who dislike 
the discount controls and al- 
ready are urging their repeal 
next year, admit they are “ar- 
bitrary” and can be changed 
with trends in demand and 
local practice. 

The FHA commissioner also 
has discretion by law to allow 
a one-half per cent interest 
charge on all FHA mortgages. 


% per cent insurance and % 
per cent service. 

Another change under con- 
sideration is lowering the in- 
surance premium to ™% per 
cent, but this would require 
legislation. 

The insurance premium not 
only has paid all FHA costs 
and losses but has built up a 
$500,000,000 reserve.

Four-Year Study Made. 

To replace these “theories 
based on opinion” with factual 
data, the author conducted a 
four-year study of how home 
market values have been in- 
fluenced by freeways in Cali- 
fornia. These are his con- 
clusions: 

The annual trend in resale 
prices among _ subdivision 
homes adjoining freeways fol- 
lows a pattern consistent with 
the price trend of comparable 
homes. 

Resale averaged from one to 
two per cent less for residences 
adjoining freeways, as com- 
pared with similar homes a 
block or more away. 

Financing has become so im- 
portant in the marketing of 
residential property that it is 
singularly capable of influenc- 
ing the market value. Where 
equal financing is available, the 
freeway has no influence upon 
the marketability of residential 
property. 

People Create Value. 

Resale statistics show that 
residences adjoining a freeway 
can attain a higher price range 
than comparable homes. (How- 
ever, this occurred only among 
those residences which were 
located the greatest distance 
from the right-of-way fence 
and freeway traffic). 

At present, nearly all homes 
adjoining California freeways 
are within tract developments. 
There is ample evidence that 
pride of home ownership is as 
strong among residents living 
alongside freeways as exists 
among the owners of compar- 
able homes. 

Kelly feels the general con- 
cept that people create value 
has been reaffirmed in his 
residential study. 

“The buyers and sellers par- 
ticipating freely, and with full 
knowledge of the current real 
estate market,” he concludes, 
“have expressed through ac- 
tual transactions, acceptance 
of a freeway alongside their 
homesites with only a slight 
depreciation in marketability 
for the house adjoining the 
freeway.”

A Basic Explanation 
Of Autumn Color 


By Leonard Hall 


T IS NEVER POSSIBLE to predict with total accu- 

racy the peak of the spring blossoming season or of 

T is never possible to predict with total accu- 
will be up to or below par. This year, many of the 
letters and calls 
which came asking 
about the best time 
to see the fall color 
in the Ozarks actu- 
ally arrived too late. 
The peak of the 
color, it seemed to 
us, came earlier than 
usual and was of 
short duration. It 
was also less bril- 
lant than in most 
years, although the 
reasons for this are 
not hard to under- 
stand and have chief- 
ly to do with the 
long autumn dry 
spell. 

This whole phe- 
nomenon of autumn 
color which we of 
the middle and east- 
ern United States look forward to so confidently each 
year is actually quite a rare thing. It occurs, first of 
all, only in regions of temperate climate and predomi- 
nantly decidious tree species. All such regions lie 
within the Northern Hemisphere, except for a small 
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embraces the eastern half of our continent; 
smaller one includes the British Isles 
of western Europe; a third takes in Japan 
coastal region of east China. 

In both Europe and the Orient, man’s long occu- 
pancy of the landscape has so altered and simplified 
“a its biotic structure that comparatively few tree species 
remain. Combined with generally moist and cloudy 
autumn climatic conditions, this tends to subdue the 
colors of their autumnal display as compared with that 
of North America. Burnished gold, pale yellow and 
tones of wine and brown dominate the English autumn 
landscape—as against our crimson, scarlet, flame yel- 
low, orange and even deep purple in such species as 
ash and persimmon.

= turn, All through spring and summer the dominant © 
= pigment is the food-manufacturing element chloro- *% 
phyll which gives the leaf its green color. As summer 4% 
comes to an end the green chlorophyll loses the power 
to renew itself and gradually the little capsules which 
have held it suspended in the leaf-sap decompose. 
This leaves another element dominant in the structure 
of the plant; the carotenoidg which range in color 
from bright yellow through tones of yellow-orange 
to red. We are familiar with the action of carotenoids 
in coloring egg yolk, butter, oranges, red peppers, 
toma ers, goldenrod, carrots, yellow corn, 
rose hips. In autumn leaves, carotenoids are chiefly 
res ible for yellows and golds. 
e third pigment group that affects leaf color is 
the anthocyanins—chameleon-like chemicals that ap- 
r in the leaf in late autumn and give it the colors 
t range through scarlet, all the reds and the sub- 
dued lavenders and yenees found in the ashes, per- 
simmons and oaks. th the structure and quantities 
of the anthocyanins vary widely under a number of 
conditions — moisture, light, temperature, nitrogen ; 
ply—and this accounts for the wide variation in 
color often found in a single tree, in two trees of the 
same species that are close beside each other, or in 
the same tree from year to year.

WE PROBABLY GET our best autumn coloring 
when a normally sunny summer is followed by early 
fall rains that freshen the leaves and retard early leaf 
fall; and then have a good succession of crisp, bright 
days with moderately low night temperatures. This 
year the pattern has been somewhat reversed. Sum- 
mer was abnormally wet and then from mid-August 
until mid-October we had fine sunny weather — but 
unbroken by any rainfall whatever. This undoubtedly 
caused a drying out of the leaves and leaf-stems. 
When the foliage turned, it was normally brilliant in 
the range of yellows. On the whole, there must have 

ma been less formation of the pigments governing the

This Is Where | Came In 


T WAS one of my regular duties, and occasionally my 

pleasure, when I was younger in this business, to review 

the movies. I reviewed them for 10 years, from 1930 to 
1940, and then I turned over a new leaf and decided to 
go straight. 

Now fate, in the form of a flu germ 
which has laid low the rightful owner of 
this space, has placed me back again in 
the aisle seat, smelling again the familiar 
odor of dusty plush and popcorn, and 
watching the latest opus from Hollywood 
being unspooled. 

But I find that nothing much has changed in 20 years. 
In some ways we've come full circle. For instance, the 
“Mighty Wurlitzer,” which went out during my time, seems 
to have come back. As for the movie itself, once it got 
under way and pulled me under its spell, I began to have 
the strange felling of never having been away. About the 
only difference I could discern is that we have a new 
social enemy. 


Back in those days he was the gangster who grew out 
of prohibition. Jimmy Cagneyy Edward G. Robinson, guys 
like that. Today the enemy is the labor racketeer. Other- 
wise the pattern remains intact, the symbols undisturbed. 

“SLAUGHTER ON TENTH AVENUE,” the drama in 
point at the FOX THEATER, is based on the hypothesis 
that it’s more or less futile to try to conwict a man for a 
waterfront murder because the waterfront is a law unto 
itself. Just like gangland used to be. 


But when Solly Pitts gets six slugs in his belly at the 
hands of Cockeye Cook and a couple of his meatballs, 
Richard Eagen, the young, sincere, courageous assistant dis- 
trict attorney decides he’s going to make a case. Older and 
wiser heads in the D.A.’s office are against it, but some- 
how the boy's courage and sincerity gets to them. 


Just as they predicted, the clever, sinister lawyer, who 
has made a million bucks defending crooks, makes a monkey 
out of Eagan in court. But this time the boy’s courage and 
sincerity gets through to the jury. This would have been a 
good place to end the picture, but Hollywood being Holly- 
wood, they feel compelled to wind up the proceedings 
with a free-for-all gangfight down on the docks, in which 
the good guys beat up the bad guys, although on the water- 
front it’s a little hard to distinguish. 

Please pass the popcorn. 


What's Home Without a Monster? 


A couple of things that have reached a high point of 
development since my day are monsters and science fiction. 
Particularly the monsters. Of course, we had Franken- 
stein's monster, whom we looked upon as quite a boy, and 
then there was Dracula, a man with some 
peculiar . pecadilloes. But the monster 
was hardly the staple commodity that he 
is today. He wasn’t part of our way of 
life. 

To see what's going on in monster cir- 
cles, I went out to the MISSOURI THE- 
ATER to see a couple of pictures called 
“BACK FROM THE DEAD” and “THE . UNKNOWN 
TERROR.” The former didn't amount to much, dealing 
as it did with a chap whose hobby was donning a monk's 
hood and draining the blood, every last drop of it, from 
beautiful young girls. 


“The Unknown Terror,” on the other hand, had just 
about everything. There was a legendary cave in the jun- 
gle, there were superstitious natives who were convinced 
it was the dwelling place of the dead (just because they 
kept hearing shrieks and moans) and there was a mad 
scientist. 


When a party of explorers finally found their way into 
the cave, what they saw was enough to curl your hair. The 
walls dripped with a fungus which looked like it had been 
made out of several tons of Tide, and behind every crevice 
was a monster, with a hairy face who jumped out and gib- 
bered at passersby. 


The story itself was a little confusing, but it was inter- 
esting research, and in some ways helped to explain the 
present day status of the motion picture industry. 


Boys Aren't What They Used to Be 


W 


E had stories about little boys back in our day too. 
They were characters like Skippy and Tom Sawyer 
and Huckleberry Finn, but they were pretty ordinary 
in that they kept their feet on their ground. It never 
occurred to any of them to become in- 
visible, or to tame a robot or to travel 
to the moon. 

Things have changed. In “THE INVIS- 
IBLE BOY,” now at LOEW'S STATE, we 
are treated to the spectacle of a young- 
ster, son o. a famous ‘scientist at a re- 
search center, who takes a screwdriver 
and rehabilitates an old robot one of the scientists had 
made and then lost interest in. The robot becomes the 
boy’s slave, but in the meantime father is becoming the 
slave of a giant computer he and the rest of the super- 
scientists at the center have put together. The computer 
gets too smart for its briches. so to speak, and decides to 
take over. It even does things like imbedding transitors 
in the skulls of generals and statesmen so they can be con- 
trolled like human robots. In the meantime the boy's pet 
robot, no moron by any means, teaches the boy how to be 
invisible. All ends happily, on an interplanetary note, and 
none too soon. 


In fact, there was something reassuring in the sight 
of Robert Taylor, in the other number on the bill called 
“TIP ON A DEAD JOCKEY,” suffering nobly for no reason 
other than the fact that after Korea he had lost his nerve 
and couldn't fly any more. Naturally when a man can't 
fly anymore, he does just what Taylor-did, he goes to 
Madrid, becomes a self-exiled international playboy, Back 
in the Hemingway's days the boys of the lost generation al- 
ways went to Paris. Now they go to Rome or Madrid. 


The first three quarters of the picture, devoted to 
showing how Taylor lives by his wits, and how unhappy 
he really is underneath it all, are pretty tiresome. The 
last fourth of the picture in which he undertakes a smug- 
gling job by airplane from Madrid to Cairo, is as exciting 
as anything you've seen in a long time. Along with Taylor 
are Jack Lord as his buddy, Dorothy Malone as his wife, 
Marcel Dalio as his Sancho Panza, and Martin Gabel as the 
mysterious Mr. Smith, the most fascinating character in 
the play.

Protective Association Performs Valuable 
Service in Caring fér Hurt and Homeless

UST inside the front door 
J. the Animal Protective As- 
sociation there is a large 
sign so placed that it grabs 
the attention of the beholder 


and refuses to let go. It is 
headed: “Attention, Dog 
Owners.” 


The Animal Protective Asso- 
ciation of Missouri, the sign 
sets out immediately to ex- 
plain, is frequently accused of 
being ‘“‘dog catchers.” This 
misunderstanding, it points 
out, doubtless stems from the 
fact the association does feed, 
shelter and hold for a time the 
dogs that are picked up by 
various official dog catch 
employed by various mugg#i- 
palities in the county, butjthe 
association merely boards the 
dogs and doesn’t itself catch 
dogs or collect any fees which 
accrue from catching dogs. 


The association feels very 
strongly about this, and they 
can hardly be blamed. After 
all, the only thing they’re try- 
ing to do, and have ever tried 
to do since the project was 
started back in 1922 is help in- 
jured and homeless animals, 
and prevent cruelty to ani- 
mals. 

The last thing in the world 
they want to do is separate 
anyone from his pet. In fact, 
most of their time and energy 
is devoted to restoring pets to 
their owners ‘and vice versa) 
and trying to bring people and 
homeless dogs together. 

Yet people are always con- 
fusing’ them with dog catchers 
and treating them accordingly. 
By noon on any given day, 
Mrs. Opal Savoy, manager of 
the shelter at 1705 South Han- 
ley road, cam expect to have 
been roundly castigated at 
least a half dozen times by 
irate but misguided citizens, 
accusing the association of hav- 
ing snatched Fido right out of 
his own front yard and de- 
manding that he be returned 
forthwith. 


- — * 
HEN Field Director James 
W ray and his men go out 
with the cage-type trucks 
to help an injured dog, or per- 
haps pick up a litter of kittens 
that might otherwise be 
drowned or left on the high- 


way, people, mistaking them 
for dog catchers, will turn 
their backs, refuse to give 
them street information, or 
even call them names. But 


they have long since become 
resigned and they bear it with 
patience and fortitude, buoyed 


- by the hope that someday peo- 


ple will know the difference 
between dog catchers and the 
Animal Protective Association. 

The association’s aim is to 
help any live thing in distress, 
and they have ministered to 
everything from an elephant 
to the fallen sparrow. On an 
average of 40 times a day 
their two white trucks go out 
to aid animals in distress, or 
to pick up animals that aren't 
wanted. 


The two trucks, which are 
officially designated as Cars 
Nos. 500 and 600, since they 
are on the police radio hook- 
up, start each day with a 
series of calls to be made 
which have come in during the 
previous 24 hours, most of 
them to pick up animals that 
aren't wanted. 

But before the drivers will 
have been long on their 
rounds, the police radio will 
have them scurrying from one 
end of town to the other. It 
may be a dog that has been 
run over. It may be a cat in 
a treetop. It may be a skunk 
in a storm sewer and it may 
even be a truckload of hogs 
turned over on the highway. 

Every year the field men can 
expect to rescue from 1500 to 
2000 cats from treetops, woven 
wire fences, telephone poles 
and various other places cats 
manage to get themselves. 
About 600 possums _§ scare 
county residents every year, 
not to mention skunks and 
other fauna which wander in 
from the outlying districts. 

This year, if things go as 
they have in recent years, the 
association probably will take 
care of close to 17,000 dogs

and more than 10,000 eats. 
Dogs and cats are their chief 
customers but in between times 
they will, if running true to 
form, have answered. calls 
about pet field mice, hoot owls, 
sparrows in chimneys, mice in 
hot air registers, and perhaps 
an alligator or an elephant. A 
couple of years ago a 28-inch 
alligator was found in Gravois 
creek in Lemay and turned 
over to the association. And a 
few years ago they were called 
to come to the aid of an ele- 
phant which belonged to a 
smal traveling show, and 
which was staked out in the 
hot sun without proper food 
and water and protection from 
the elements.

UT when the association 
B startea back in 1922, it was 

mostly for the protection of 
horses and mules.

“I decided we must have an 
organization,’ Mrs. Megginson 
was recalling the other day,

first donation that amounted to 
anything came from Mrs. Harry 
F. Knight. I just called her and 
told her what we were trying 
to do. She asked me to call on 
her. I did and told her all 
about it, and she wrote me a 
check for $500.” 

The first shelter was in the 
Megginson basement, then in 
Webster Park, and many a 
homeless dog and cat found aid 
there. Mr. Megginson, warily 
viewing his wife's forays in the 
family car to pick up strays, 
and listening to the cacaphony 
in the basement, decided one 
means to an end would be to 
help. He offered to buy a truck, 
if the little group could find a 
driver. Mrs. Megginson raised 
some more money, and they 
hired their first employe. Mr. 
Megginson came through with 
a Ford pick-up. They were on 
their way. 

It wasn't until 1924, however, 
that they finally got out of the 
Megginson home. Mrs. Meggin- 
son had enlisted the support of 
Harry Hall Knight, one of the 
Isindbergh backers, and had 
brought Wooster Lambert into 
the organization as its first 
president. They got a _ small 
place at 700 Big Bend. During 
the next 15 years they were to 
be in half a dozen different 
places, but the work never let 


up. 

Mrs. Megginson herself was 
in and out of police court, and 
once appeared before a grand 
jury. “Conditions were deplor- 
able in those day,” she recalls. 
“Horses and livestock were 
cruelly treated on the streets 
and in construction camps, and 
cows were mistreated in 
dairies. Sick, injured and home- 
less dogs and cats were every- 
where.”

cruelty to livestock in trucks. 
The laws are strict about how 


many animals can be trans- 
ported in a truck, yet some 
haulers keep trying to slip

Just a few weeks ago, the as- 
sociation’s field agents stopped 
a truck which was, first, over- 
loaded with cattle. Not only 
that but the truckers seeing no 
reason to waste space between 
the cows’ legs, had filled it 
with hogs. One hog had died 
from suffocation, and both 
hogs and cattle were in bad 
shape. 

In 1937 the group got quar- 
ters at 1802 South Hanley 
road. Although it wasn’t much, 
it was the first time they had 
much space for kennels, not 
to mention the office help. By 
this time word of what 
were doing was getting around,

The puppies are kept togeth- 
er. the grown dogs together, 
and the sick animals and those 
suspected of rabies are kept 
in separate rooms, far from 
other animals. All animals 
suspected of rabies, or animals 
that have bitten anybody, are 
brought in and held for obser- 
vation and rabies tests In- 
jured dogs get excellent treat- 
ment from Dr. Allen B. Shop- 
maker. a veterinarian, who de- 
yotes a number of hours to the 
shelter each week 

The association's greatest 
gratification is reuniting own- 
ers and their pets. Go out to 
the shelter and stand around in 
the entrance hall for a while, 
and it won't be long until some 
anxious owner comes in and, 
sticking his head through the 
wicket at Mrs. Savoy, inquires 
nervously, “Have you got a 
little dog in here about s0 
high with a spot on his left 
ear”” or words to that effect 

Miss Savoy sends him back 
to the kennels to look for him- 
self. The owner walks up and 
down in front of the kennels, a 
look of mingled fear and hope 
on his face. Sometimes he 
finds his dog. “There he 1s,” 
he shouts, and when the dog 
hears his voice he goes into a 
frenzy of love and relief and 
excitement. This scene is en- 
acted about 1700 times a year 
at the shelter. It's a dramatic 
one for the participants. It's 
old now to the staff, “but it 
still makes us feel we're ac- 
complishing something,” says 
Ray. 

At present there are a num- 
ber of municipalities in the 
county which have dog laws, 
and not many of the laws are 
the same. In some, dogs have 
to be on a leash. In others they 
have to be fenced in at all 
times. In addition to the dog 


catchers which are quite often | 


on the prow! for violators, 
there is the Rabies Control 
Division, operated by St. Louis 
county, which picks up animals 
which have bitten someone, or 
may be suspected. 

None of these agencies oper- 
ates its own shelter. All bring 
their animals to the assdcia- 
tion. If your dog has been 
picked up by the dog catcher, 
you can get him back by pay- 
ing whatever fine is assessed,

The association does. how- 


ever, pick up animals people 
don't want, but this is only on 
request. Fond parents often an- 
ticipate Junior by a few years, 
and before he can toddle have 
provided him with a dog sev- 
eral times as big as he is. After 
he has knocked Junior down 


him a few times 
they realize their mistake, and 
call the association. Stray dogs 
and cats come to people's 
homes and take up residence 
Cat owners frequently find 
themselves with litters of un- 
wanted kittens. A_ telephone 
call to the association, and the 
animal is picked up. 

Anyone who wants a pet has 
only to go to the shelter. There 
he will have his choice of a 
couple of dozen puppies, as 
many grown dogs. The only 
charwe is a small fee for rabies 
shots, worming and other medi- 
cal care and attention
